WASHINGTON.— Formosa, the 
stronghold of Chiang Kai-shek’s 
Nationalist government, has aptly 
been described as an anchored air- 
craft carrier, 

The fish-shaped, rugged island 
which is approximately 240 miles 
long and 85 miles wide, is less 
than 90 miles from the mainland, 
and the Reds fear that it may one 
day become a springboard for a 
Nationalist invasion of China it- 
self. 

The opposite point of view pre- | 
vails in Washington, It is doubt-| 
ful whether any responsible offi- 
cial will attempt to guess For- 
mosa’s likely future. Those, if any, 
who hold the belief that an in-| 
vasion force may one day be 
launched from Formosa are in the! 
minority. 

. The official United States view 
expounded by President LEisen-| 
hower with the overwhelming sup- 
port of congress, is that Formosa 
must be held as a formidable bar- | 
rier against Communist ag- 
gression. 

Formosa (Taiwan to the Chi- 
nese) got its name in the late 
16th century when admiring 
Portuguese visitors on the Far 
Eastern sea lanes to trade and 
wealth dubbed it Ilha Formosa 
(Beautiful Isle), It is truly a land 
of purple hills and lush green 
vegetation, 

During the 15th century Chi-| 
nese settlers and refugees crossed | 
the wind-swept Formosa strait | 
which has served to isolate For- | 
mosans from continental develop- 
ments and perilous history. 

The first Europeans to settle 
permanently on Formosa were the 
Dutch, who landed in 1624. How- |

GARDEN NOTES— 


Good grass seed important 


in establish 


new lawns 


Good grass seed is of vital importance both in esitab- 
lishing new lawns or repairing or adding to old ones. In 
most cases mixtures of several varieties are used. Some of 
these grasses come quickly, some do best late in the sea- 
son, some have richer color and so on, These are blended 
to produce uniformity of texture and color throughout the 
season and for various regions of Canada. Seeding should 
be done early, before the hot weather, or after it in the tall. 


3efore sowing, of course, the 
ground must be made level and 
fine, If possible, it is best to culti- 
vate several times at intervals of 
a week or ten days so that any 
filled in portions of the ground 
will get a chance to settle, This 
pre-seeding cultivation will also 


encourage any weeds to sprout and 
the more of these destroyed before 
the grass goes in the the 
care afterwards, Grass pre- 
fers a fine rich, well drained soil 

Sowing best done on day 
without wind and to make sure 
the seed goes in evenly, experts 
sow both ways, once up and down 
and once across. Seed is covered 
by raking lightly way only 
To keep birds away one may covet 
with light brush if that 
material is handy.
